COUNTLERFEITERS TAKEN. 

New-York, Dec. 19.—thigh Coastable Hays 
having received intelligence that a gang of 
counterfeiters had assembled in a house in Grand, 
near Essex-strest, occupied by a man named 
Davis, repaired thither yesterday morning at ten 
o'clock, accompanied by B. Hayes, Homan, 
Duvey, Thomas and Raymond. ‘The morning 
papers give different versious of what took place 
jat the house. We extract the following account

** The high constable went himself and arrest- 
ed the principal object of his search.
